Gladys and Dorothy Cromwell, sis 
ters, of New York, leaped from the 
F re nch steam er La Lorraine as it 
was in the Garonne River bound for 
New York.

drowned 
The bodies have not been recovered. 
Both belonged to the 
American 
Red Cross. 
A letter found in their 
state room addressed to 
the 
com­ 
m a nd e r of their Red Cross unit in­ 
formed him of their intention to “ end 
it all.” 


New York, Jan. 24.— The dispatch 
from Bordeaux, telling of the suicide 
of the Misses Gladys and 
Dorothy 
Cromwell created a sensation in so­ 
ciety circles in this city today. 
They 
were mem bers of one of the city’s 
most prominentf 
families. 
Their 
residence was at 535 P a r k Avenue, 
a fashionable district. 
The Misses Cromwell, who 
were 
twins, were daughters of 
th e 
late 
F re d erk h Cromwell, w ho for m any 
years was tre a su rer and trustee of 
the Mutual Life Insurance Co. Their 
brother, Seymore L. 
Cromwell, 
is 
president of the Society for F a t h e r ­ 
less Children of France and is the 
recipient of the Cross of the Legion 
of Honor. 
The young women, who 
have been doing canteen work, wen 
to France a year ago and have been 
engaged in Red Cross work contin­ 
ually since that time. 
T hey were or­ 
phans and for a nu m b e r 
of 
years 
have resided with a housekeeper at 
their Park Avenue apartm ent. 
The Misses Cromwell, who suicid­ 
ed here today, hud spent mu. Si time 
at the front in th e Red Cross service 
and friends said tha t they com plain­ 
ed of being tired physically and m e n­ 
tally.
